Will Suspend. 


BOARD IS URGED 
TO CLOSE SCHOOLS 
Hoffman Advocates This 
Course, But Superin- 
tendent Sutton’s Call 
for Meeting Prevails.

Fate of the Atlanta public school 
system will be placed in the hands of 
citizens representing every walk of 
life at a mass meeting to be held at 
the city hall at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. On the verdict will hang imme- 
diate closing of the schools in the 
face of 60,000 children or: continued 
operation until January 1. | 

Decision to hold the mass meeting 
was made Tuesday at a meeting of the 
board of education after that body had 
declined to act favorably on a recom- 
mendation of W. D. Hoffman, chair- 
man of the current expenditures com- 
mittee, to close the schools imme- 
diately, 

Mr. Hoffman's recommendation 
came, he said, as a result of failure 
of numerous attempts on his part to 
effect an agreement by which about 
$500,000 could be obtained to operate 
the schools until January 1, 1927, 
when additional school funds will be- 
come available. He declared that “a 
sinister influence ig at work and has 
thwarted every move and hae for 
me to make such a drastic recom 
ation.”’ 

The decision to call tie mass meet- 
ing, to which repre*-ntatives of every 
fraternal, secret, patriotic, labor, com- 
mercial an? parent-teacher and civie 
organiz=.uion in the city have been 
invited, was made following a recom- 
mendation to this effect by Willis A. 
Sutton, superintendent of schools. 

Unless some method of relieving the 
financial crisis is devised which will 
remove the educational system from 
debt, “which it seems it will not be 
able to retire at this time,” schoals 
will be closed, according to the con- 
census of opinion of members of the 
board of education.
